CONFEDERATE BONDS. 


WASHINGTON, November 1.—Bankers 


iu this city are buying old confederate 
bonds at about $2.50 per $1,000, under 
commissions from Now York, tho prima- 
ry orders being in most cases received 
from England. Tho old confederate do- 
posit in tho Bank of England is tho cause 
of tho stir iu confederate bonds, and it is 
likely that tho matter will result in a 
question for diplomatic settlement be- 
tween the United States government and 
Great Britain. Tho meu who aro in re- 
ality the purchasers of tho confederate 
bonds are in England, and it is thought 
that they must have somo information 
that tho English government has decided 
to distribute the confederate deposit iu 
tho Bank of England pro rata among tho 
bondholders, or that, by proper counsel 
aud representation, that end can bo sfc- 
cured. It was reported here this after- 
noon that Secretary Blaiuo intended ad- 
dressing a note to the English government 
on the subject of tho old confederate do- 
posit in tho Bank of liiiglaud, but the re- 
port lacks continuation.

No less a pernt inure than Gen. 


oook elicited from the Supremo Court 
gome explanation on this subject,

took for bis family rooms at one oi tbo 
leading family hotels in this city. The 
ecaagemeut was for the entire -winter, 
nnlese the General should be ordered 
away on military duty.

He 
would be iu tha same condition as a man 
who had 
100 dishes placed before 


him at dinner, but who oould partake of 
only one ; or of a person who hod 100 
mansions purchased for his residence, 
but oould occupy only one. How ridicu- 
lous it would appear if all that oould be 
said of a man while yet he lived was 
simply thia — that his whole life had boon 
•pent in collecting and laying up in a 
storehouse 60,000 mahogany ohsirs 
which wer« never intended to be used 
tot the furniture of apartment*, or 70.- 
UUO poire of trousers wmon were never 
to be worn 1 And where is tho difference, 
in point of rationality and utility, be- 
tween such absurd practices and hoard- 
ing thousands of guineas aud bank notes 
which are never brought forth for the 
benefit of mankind. There is no conduct 
connected with the purguite of human 
beings that appear* more absurd thfib 
such practices (however common) if or- 


tho dictates of reason. 


Indigestion. 


Among oar vegetables aro those con- 


taining eulphur, such as onions, leeks, 
watercreBseB.* radishes, mustard 
and 


cress, cto, their use should bo shunned 
by people of weak digestion. If they 
are not digested they produce sulphur- 
etted hydrogen and bad breath and un- 
comfortable diatcntion from that gas. 
Celery ia a salutary vegetable; so aro 
some roots. Carrots ana parsnips, if 
thoroughly cooked, will be better digest- 
ed than turnips, ae the latter also con- 
fcniu much sulphur. Steaming these 
vegetables ia far better than boiling 
them, and preserves the sugar iu thorn. 
All fibrous materials should bo avoided, 
such as cabbage-stalks, green loaves 
•v/ith strong or coarse fibers, green beans 
with fibrous skins, etc. Whatever is 
used of vegetables must bo thoroughly 
well cooked and reduced to a pulp with- 
out loning its nourishing properties. 
Bteamiug, wherever it can bo employed, 
is, therefore), better than boiling. Salads 
cw) only be used sparingly, mtida of 
dainty head lettuce, the leaves having 
been well picked. Cucumber can never 
be eaten raw, but, if stewed, it is di- 
geutiblo. Of fcuite the berries ore the 
bent. Strawberries eaten with sugar or 
raspberries ore better than currants; 
oranges wo good, cuton without the 
Bkiue ; apples or pears must be eaten 
sparingly, and aro best stowed with 
sugar, and a little spice. Oranges ought 
to bo avoided unless eaten without iho 
pulp ; lemons, however, way do good if 
they aro made into a lemonade with 
warm water aud sugar. Nuts are eu- 
tiroly to be done away with. Of vege» 
table beverages we havo tea, ccJToo and 
<K>coa to consider. There in no doubt 
that ton has a refreshing inilueiieeon 
tho digestive organs, if used moderately 
and not in too strong on infusion. It is 
better, however, not to use it in tho 
morning for a weak digestion, as it will 
stimulate too soon and rather weaken 
than strengthen tho flow of the gastric 
juice at that time. 
Quo cup of tea s 


day is all that can bo allowed for the 
dyspeptic. Coffee, when well roasted, 
is made strengthening in its effect, but 
it must not T>e taken too strong, and, 
more than this, it must not l»ave bean 
boiled, but only have had tho infusion 
taken off. I may here Bay that the roast- 
ing of coffeu leaves, as yet, much to be 
desired, and that Inferior coffees might 
bo made more useful than they are it 
they were properly prepared. A pre- 
paration has come under my notice waiah 
I found most beneficial with persons of 
weak digestion. Sho best brands oi 
Java or Mocha coffee, mixed with roast- 
ed and ground dandelion root in propor- 
tion of two or ono of damdelioh to three 
or four of coffee. Thia article, if cleli- 
Oately manufactured, is a most w] 
some mixture and can be Well ' 
mended.—Food and Health.

With only a team and a few dollars 
the emigrant determines to make him- 
self a home hi tho wilds of tbo West. 
His first caie ia to build a sod-house, as 
he must havo a shelter. That done, 
about the middle of May bo commenoee 
breaking prairie.

Hygiene «f tiio FfrMtf; 


Handsome foot nro necessary to &l>o 
entirety in physical beauty, which vo 
defend far move than nay picture—tho 
work of tho hands of man. To be hand- 
some, the first requisite is that tho foot 
should bo neither too large nor too 
ant fill, bivft 'in proportion to tho sizo of 
tho person to whom they belong. Tho 
accepted idea in handsome feot inclines 
to slendernoss about the toes, a Uigh 
instep, a round rather than a, high heel, 
and • deep curve or hollow in the solo. 
Anatomists tell us, toov that feet of 
this shape arc possessed of muscular 
strength and power in walking superior 
to those that are flat mid hard. Too 
small feet are to be deplored rather 
than admired, as being opposed to. tho 
eternal fitness of things. 


Tho care of tho feet should begin 


with babies, when , hard, o long !si>acs 
should bo selected. Tbi.se will give iho 
toes a chance to grow naturally anil 
straight, and no matter if tho shoos do 
look too large, you will bq well paid for 
this annoyance when the child grows 
up with a symmetrical foot—nnd ouo of 
a proper size to support tho body— 
which it can put to tho ground fearloSs- 
ly and without pain. There is no oc- 
casion to fear that tho foot will be top 
largo if left alone, and you may be sure 
you will never make it smaller by 
crowding it into a small shoo, for the 
more it is pinched and tortured the less 
beautiful and symmetrical it will be- 
come. 


Tho present fashionable shoe is an 
Instrument of torture, and siiotild be 
frowned down by all sensible women. 
Tho fashion-makers don't seem to caro 
a fig whether it is mado according to 
physiological principles or not, and 
women blindly adopt (hem despite the 
fact that all ease and grace must bo lost 
in tho effort required to keep balanced 
on the points of tho toes and a two and 
a half inch heel. Every lady should 
cultivate the beauty of her walk with 
as much care as she would tho beauty 
of her face and form, and properly 
made shoes are an absolute necessity to 
a graceful carriage. They should be 
long and wide enough to accommodate 
tho foot, with tho heels never more than 
nn inch high and placed directly' under 
the heel, and not the hollow of the foot. 
There is no portion of tho human form 
which is the scat of morcr ills than tho 
feet; and they can only 'be avoided by 
'»strict adherence to a neatly-fitting, 
common-sense shoo, which is neither 
too large nor too small. 


Wo all accept the old Greek statues 


O3 the finest models of the highest types 
'of physical beauty, tvnd ia not one of 
them do we find evidence of tho com- 
pression of tho feet. The toes set well 
•apart, there is never to bo found on 
jthem signs of corn or callosity, and the 
[Instep rises with graceful, poetic arch, 
•surmounted by a slender ankle. We 
i do not find this classic and elegant con- 
! format ion in one pair of feet out of a 
thousand la the present day, and it is 
;to bo accounted for, first, by tho irn- 
prudcnco and vanity of the mother, and 
afterwards by the children themselves, 
when they arc free to follow the'bent of 
their own inclinations. 
; Corns are produced by pressure or 
friction, and arc simply a protective 
growth thrown out for the purpose of 
preventing the tissues being injured. 
They arc sufficiently painful at all 
times, but are tho most unbearable 
when an accumulation of pus takes 
place beneath them. The escape of 
this drop of pus is prevented by the 
hardened or thickened cuticle, which 
must be soaked in waim water, then 
removed by a sharp pointed knife. 
Avoid the use of caustic in the treat- 
ment of corns, but great relief will bo 
obtained by tho application of carbolic 
.acid. Hard corns ihay be treated as 
follows: Take a thick jpieee of soft 
leather or felt, cut a hole in the center 
•of it, spread the leather or felt with ad- 
hesive plaster, and apply it so that tho 
summit of the corn will rest in tho hole 
in the center. Upon going to. bed at 
infght fill the hole in the icenter of the 
leather with a paste made of soda and 
soap; wash it off in tho morning. Eo- 
pcat tho same process for several nights 
and the corn will be removed.
